GSR 419.—In exercise ofthe powers con¬ 
ferred by clause (b) and (c) of sub-section 

(2) of section 141 of the Border Security 
Force Act 1968 (47 of 1968), the Central 

Government hereby makes the following rules, 
namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) 
These Rules may be called the Border Security 
Force (Air Wing Non-Gazetted (Combatised 1 
Group ‘C’ posts) Recruitment Rules, 1997. 

(2) They shall come into force, on the 
date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application.—These rules shall apply to 
the post mentioned in the schedule annexed to 
these rules. 

3. Number, Classification and Scale of 
Pay.—The number of posts, their classifica¬ 
tion and scale of pay attached thereto shall be 
as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the schedule 
annexed hereto. 

4. Method of recruitment, age-limit, quali¬ 
fication, etc.—The method of recruitment, age- 
limit, qualification and other matters relating 
to the said posts shall be as specified in columns 
(5) to (14) of the aforesaid schedule. 

5. Probation.—(1) Every person appoint¬ 
ed to the cadre in the entry grade shall be on 
probation for a period of two years. 

(2) The appointing authority may, if it 
thinks fit, for reasons to be recorded in writ¬ 
ing, extend the period of probation for such 
further period or periods not exceeding one 
year. 

(3) During the period of probation or ex¬ 
tended period of probation, person may be re¬ 
quired by the Govt, to undergo such courses 
of training and instructions and to pass such 
examinations as it may deem fit as the condi¬ 
tion to satisfactory completion of probation. 

(4) At any time during, or at the end of the 
period of probation or the extended period of 
probation, the authority competent to do so. 
may terminate a person appointed on proba¬ 
tion, without assigning any reasons, whatso¬ 
ever. 
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6. Liability of service.—Any person ap¬ 
pointed to any category of posts under these 
rules shall be liable to serve anywhere in India 
or abroad. 

7. Superannuation.—The retirement of a 
person holding a post in the cadre shall take 
effect from the afternoon of the last day of the 
month in which such person attains the age of 
55 years. In case the date of birth falls on 
the first day of a month, the retirement of such 
a person shall take effect from the afternoon 
of the last day of the month preceding the 
month in which such person attains the age of 
55 years. 

Provided that Central Government may, in 
very special circumstances and for reasons to 
be recorded in writing extend the retirement 
age of a person for a period of one year at a 
time but not in any case beyond the age of 
58 years. 

8. Seniority.—The inter-sc-seniority of offi¬ 
cers appointed to posts in different categories! 
grades of the cadre shall be determined in ac¬ 
cordance with the general orders issued on the 
subject by the Central Government from time 
to time. 

9. Disqualifications.—No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted 
a marriage with a person having a 
spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has en¬ 
tered into or contracted shall be a 
marriage with any person, shall be 
eligible for appointment under these 
rules: 

Provided that the Central Government may, 
if satisfied that such marriage is permissible 
under the personal law applicable to such per¬ 
son and the other grounds for so doing, exempt 
any person from the operation of this rule. 

10. Ineligibility of aliens,—No person who 
is not a citizen of India shall, except with the 
consent of the Central Government signified 
in writing be appointed or employed under 
these rules. 

Provided that nothing contained in these 
rules shall debar the appointment, enrolment 
or employment of a subject of a Nepal, Sikkim 
or Bhutan under these rules. 
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11. Other condition of service—The officers 
appointed to the Cadre shall be subject to the 
Border Security Force Act, 1968 and Border 
Security Force Rules, 1969 in respect of other 
conditions of service not specifically provided 
for in these rules. 

12. Power to relax.—Whether the Central 
Government is of the opinion that it is neces¬ 
sary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect 
to any class or category of person. 

13. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall 
affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and 


other concessions required to be provided for 
the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, Other 
Backward Classes, Ex-servicemen and other 
special categories of persons in accordance with 
the order issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard. 

14. Interpretation.—If any question relat¬ 
ing to the interpretation of these rules arises, 
it shall be decided by the Gover nm ent.

G.S.R. 421.—In exercise of the powers conferr¬ 
ed by section 457 of the MCerchant Shipping Act, 
1958, (44 of 1958), the Central Government here¬ 
by makes the following rules to amend the Merchant 
Snipping (Continuous Discharge Certificate) Rules, 
1993, namely :-— 

1- (1) These rules may be called the Merchant 
Shipping (Continuous Discharge Certifi¬ 
cate) Amendment Rules, 1997. 

(2) They shall come into force on the ddte of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Merchant Shipping (Continuous Dis¬ 
charge Certificate) Rules, 1993 (hereinafter referred 
to as the said rules), in rule 1, for sub-rule (2), 
the following shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(2) They shall apply to seamen, as defined 
under clause (42) cf section 3 of the Act, 
engaged on ships (including Home Trade 
ships of not less than 200 tons gross and 
offshore vessels or vessels plying between 
mainland and Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands and foreign flag vessels permitted 
to employ Indian crew or officers by the 
Directorate General of Shipping) and also 
to candidates who pass out of training insti¬ 
tutes approved by Directorate General of 
Shipping.” 

3. In the said rules, in rule 2, for clause (b), the 
following shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(b) ‘CDC’ means a Continuous Discharge 
Certificate-cum-Seafarer’s Identity Docu¬ 
ment.” 

4. In rule 4 of the said rules — 

(1) in sub-rule (2),— 

(a) iu clause (ii), the words, brackets and 
figures “relax able upto 30 years at the 
discretion of the Director General of 
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Shipping in deserving cases on com¬ 
passionate grounds” shall be omitted: ; 

(b) in clause (iii) :— 

(i) after the words “man and purser” the 
words “electrical, electronics, refrige¬ 
ration, and computers” shall be in¬ 
serted ; 

Cii) for the words and figures “Between 
18 to 35 years” the words and figures 
“Between 18 to 40 years” shall be 
substituted ; 

(2) for sub-rule (5), the following sub-rule 
shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(5) An Applicant shall have successfully 
completed the prescribed pre-sea train¬ 
ing from an approved training institute.” 

(3) the sub-rule (6) shall be omitted ; 

(4) after sub-rulo (7), the following sub-rules 
shall be inserted, namely :— 

"US) In the case of employment on compas¬ 
sionate grounds, Director "General of 
Shipping may relax any or afl of the 
provisions of this rule except sub-rule 
1 ,5) in respect of all categories- 

(9) An applicant who has been working on 
board Offshore Supply Vessels of Home 
Trade Ships or Passanger Ships in any 
capacity without a CDC shall be issued 
CDC under the Act, subject to fulfilling 
the ofllowing requirement, namely :— 

(i) if the, applicant 's served on Offshore 
Supply Vessels for a total period of 
not ; less than 12 months within the 
period beginning, from 1st April, 1993 
and ending on adftte 12 months after 
the commencement of the Merchant 
Shipping (Continuous Discharge Cer¬ 
tificate) Amendment Rules, 1997 ; or 
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if the applicant has been working 
on Home Trade or Passenger Ships 
for a total period of not less than t> 
months within the period beginning 
from 1st April, 1993 and ending on a 
date 6 months after the commence¬ 
ment of the Merchant Shipping (Con¬

(ii) the applicant furnished a certificate 
of service issued by the Master or 
Owners of the vessels duly authentica¬ 
ted by the concerned shipping com¬ 
pany and supported by salary slips or 
accounts of wages ; 

(iii) certificate of medical fitness by a medi¬ 
cal practitioner specialised by Central 
Government for this purpose.” 

5. Rule 5 of the said rules shall be renumbered 
as sub-rule (1) of that rule and after sub-rule (1) 
so renumbered, the following sub-rule shall be inser¬ 
ted, namely :— 

“(2) That Trainee Marine Engineer, Trainee 
Radio Officers and Deck Cadets, who have 
completed prescribed training and are eligi¬ 
ble to proceed to sea shall also be eligible 
to request for issue of C.D.Cs. specifying 
the incumbent’s rank or category if they 
are sponsored by the shipping companies 
except in the case of Trainee Radio Offi¬ 
cers from whom such sponsorship letter 
need not be insisted upon.” 

6 . In the said rules, rule 11 shall be omitted.
